President Given 
Leave To Become 
Visiting Professor 

Dr. Todd H. Bullard, president 
of Potomac State College, has 
been granted a nine-month leave 
of absence to become a visiting 
professor of higher education 
at the University of Michigan. 

West Virginia University’s 
Board of Governors, which ad- 
ministers Potomac State, granted 
the leave to Dr. Bullard from 
Sept. 9 through May 31, 1969, 
when he will be teaching grad- 
uate courses at Michigan’s 
Center for the Study of Higher 
Education. 

“This appointment is a high 
compliment to Dr. Bullard, West 
Virginia University and Potomac 
State College,’’ observed Dr. 
James G. Harlow, president of 
WVU. “It indicates that respect 
for our programs is increasing 
among the nation’s best institu- 
tions of higher education.” 

The WVU Board of Governors 
also named James T. Handlan, 
academic dean at Potomac State, 
as acting president during Dr. 
Bullard’s absence. 

A biologist, Mr. Handlan be- 
gan teaching at Potomac State in 
1942. He received his master’s 
degree from WVU and has done 
additional graduate work at the 
University of Munich in Germany, 
Syracuse University and Florida 
State University. 

Dr 0 Bullard,. 37, is a Wheeling 
native with a bachelor’s degree 
from West Liberty State College, 
a master’s degree from WVU and 
a doctorate in political science 
from the University of Pitts- 
burgh. 

He became academic dean at 
Potomac State in 1963, was named 
president of the two-year college 
in 1964 and served as director 
of WVU’s Parkersburg Center 
from 1961 to 1963. He is the 
author of a study of the AFL- 
CIO’s involvement with the West 
Virginia Legislature — “Labor 
and the Legislature,” which was 
published by the WVU Bureau of 
Government Research in 1965. 

Dr. Bullard taught political 
science at Bethany College in 
1959-60 where he also directed 
the Falk program in practical 
politics. His parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. L. Todd Bullard, live at

First semester offerings in-

Recommendations On 
ROTC Program Gets 
Approval of Board 

The Board of Governors of 
West Virginia University, which 
is also the ruling body for Po- 
tomac State College, has ap- 
proved recommendations for the 
campus ROTC program that grew 
out of committee study and action 
by members of the faculty. 

In essence, it provides that 
students coming to the campus 
for the first time will be required 
to take the first year of military 
science and then they can enroll 
in the second year or not depend- 
ing upon their personal wishes. 
The new plan would also exempt 
those who are physically disabled 
or who have had prior military 
service. 

The recommendations came 
after a year of faculty-student 
conferences and numerous sur- 
veys to determine campus opin- 
ion. Results were passed on to 
the College Administration which 
in turn submitted the report to 
the Board for its action.

Work on the new Academic 
Classroom Building at the south- 
ern end of the Administration 
Building isprogressing on sched- 
ule and barring unforeseen cir- 
cumstances should be available 
for use during the 1969-70 aca- 
demic year.

out-of- town.

Liller recently returned to the 
states after serving with the 3rd 
Battalion, 22 Infantry, 25th Infan- 
try Division in South Vietnam. 

The citation, given by the di- 
rection of the President reads: 

“ The Bronze Star Medal is 
presented to Sgt. E5 Terrance 
Liller, United States Army, for 
distinguishing himself by out- 
standing meritorious service in 
connection with ground opera- 
tions against a hostile force in the 
Republic of Vietnam during the 
period March 1967 to March 1968.

He was quick to grasp 
the implications of new problems 
with which he was faced as a 
result ofthe ever -changing situa- 
tions inherent in a counter-in- 
surgency operation and to find 
ways and means to solve those 
problems. The energetic appli- 
cation of his extensive knowledge 
has materially contributed to the 
efforts of the U. S. Mission to 
the Republic of Vietnam to as- 
sist that country in ridding itself 
of the Communist threat to its 
freedom. 

“His initiative, zeal, sound 


judgment and devotion to duty 
have been in the highest tradi- 
tion of the United States Army 
and reflect great credit on him 
and on the military service.*
